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Crews praised after 
blaze wrecks home

A FAMILY have been left temporar¬ 
ily homeless after a fire broke out in 
their home - and quickly spread to 
adjacent properties. 

The main victims of the blaze in 
Christopher Tye Close, Ely, named 
by neighbours as Philip and Carol 
Wright, who live at the property with 
their three sons, managed to escape 
unharmed. 

But the damage caused by the fire, 
which started in the loft and roof 
space, was so severe that the semi¬ 
detached property is now uninhabit¬ 
able. 

And neighbours said if it wasn’t for 
the “amazing” work of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Fire and Rescue Service, it is likely 
that several other properties would 
be uninhabitable too. 

Steve Cridford, who lives next to 
the Wright family with his wife, Paul¬ 
ine, and whose loft space has been 
left heavily smoke logged in the fire, 
said: “I was at work in Queen Ad¬ 
elaide when Pauline called me to say 
I needed to rush home as our house, 
and next door, were on fire. 


“She was at work too but one of the 
neighbours called her. I rushed home 
and couldn’t believe it when I got 
there. It was horrendous. The flames 
were really big and the smoke was so 
thick. 

“It was awful to stand there and see 
because there was nothing we could 


do.” 

Mr Cridford, who has lived at 
his property for around 35 years, 
said: “The fire service were abso¬ 
lutely amazing; you couldn’t fault 
them. They managed to prevent the 
fire from spreading and although 
the damage has been significant it 


could’ve been a lot worse. 

“We all just feel for the family. 
They’re a really nice couple with three 
sons aged in their teens and early 20s. 
It’s terrible for them and we all want 
to do anything that we can to help.” 

Firefighters from Ely, Cambridge, 
Cottenham, Chatteris, Newmar¬ 
ket and Huntingdon, as well as the 
Multistar aeriel appliance from Stan- 
ground, rushed to the property just 
before 11.10am last Friday. 

Station Commander Paul Clarke, 
who was the officer in charge at the 
scene, said: “The crews arrived to find 
the fire in the roof of the property that 
was rapidly spreading to the adjacent 
roofs. 

“The occupants of the property had 
already safely exited before the crews 
arrived. The quick-thinking actions 
and hard work of the crews meant the 
spread of the fire was contained. 

“However there has been signifi¬ 
cant damage to the property, particu¬ 
larly the first floor and roof space.” 

A fire service spokesman said: “The 
blaze started accidentally but it is dif¬ 
ficult to pinpoint the exact cause as 
due the roof structure being unsafe, 
we cannot enter to investigate fur¬ 
ther.” 


Leisure 
centre: 
Decisions 
next week 

THE contractor and 
operator of Ely's multi¬ 
million pound new leisure 
centre are set to be 
appointed next week. 

The names of both 
will not be revealed until 
after a decision has been 
made by members of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council at their meeting 
on Tuesday, June 28. 

The scheme has been 
granted outline planning 
permission to be built on 
land adjacent to Ely Rugby 
Club under the hybrid 
planning application for 
the Cineworld complex, 
building work for which 
has started. 

In November 2014, 
the council agreed the 
mix of facilities which 
the centre would have to 
"address the existing gaps 
in provision, meet future 
demands" - and be cost 
effective to operate. 

These are: an eight-lane 
25m swimming pool, a 
learner pool, a 120 station 
gym, two dance studios, a 
four-court sports hall and 
a 3G all-weather pitch. 

The council says the 
majority of funds for the 
new facilities will come 
via capital receipts or 
borrowing. The authority 
is also planning to apply 
to Sport England.

COUNCIL 

Coaches set for 
Lancaster Way 


COACH parking spaces in 
Ely look set to be moved 
from Barton Road to Lancas¬ 
ter Way Business Park - at a 
cost of £6,500 a year. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council originally want¬ 
ed to move coach parking 
facilities to Cresswell’s Lane 
- located off Lisle Lane near 
Sainsbury’s and the Royal 
Mail delivery office. 

The proposals were to ac¬ 
commodate the fact that 
coach spaces will be lost if 
the council’s plans to build 
six townhouses and five 
apartments on an area of the 
long-stay car park in Barton 
Road are approved. 

But members of the com¬ 
mercial services committee 
were expected to agree for 
coach parking facilities to 
now be relocated to Lancas¬ 
ter Way when they met on 
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Wednesday. 

In her report, Emma Gri- 
ma, director of commercial 
services, said: “Late repre¬ 
sentations were received 
relating to Cresswell’s Lane 
by the adjoining landowner 
which required further ex¬ 
ploration, and as such the 
chairman withdrew the item. 

“Concerns were raised re¬ 
lating to land ownership and 
the ability for coaches to be 
able to park and turn with¬ 
out the need to encroach on 
third party land. 

“In order to accommodate 
the relocation of coach park¬ 
ing from Barton Road, of¬ 
ficers have secured (subject 
to committee approval) a 
temporary (until the end of 


2017) alternative location at 
Lancaster Way. 

“Lollowing this period, it is 
proposed that coach parking 
is permanently relocated to 
Downham Road, Ely, as part 
of the new leisure develop¬ 
ment.” 

If the move is agreed, the 
council will be paying Lan¬ 
caster Way £25 per coach 
space per week - equating to 
£6,500 per annum. 

Michelle Wolfe, of Parade 
Lane, who is one of those 
against the Barton Road 
plans, has slammed the 
move and says the council 
has “lost the plot”.

Sewer works 
get under way 


MAJOR sewer works have 
started in a busy area of Ely 
- and Anglian Water is apol¬ 
ogising to residents for any 
inconvenience it will cause. 

Work on building a new 
677m long sewer to serve 
the new housing develop¬ 
ment in Cam Drive got un¬ 
der way on Monday and the 
scheme is set to take around 
12 weeks to complete. 

As a result, the large area of 
open space between Down- 
ham Road and West Fen 
Road is closed to the public. 

In a letter sent to more 
than 400 residents in the 
area, Anglian Water said: 
“We will be working Monday 
to Friday, between 7.30am 
and 6pm, and although it is 
not our intention to work on 
Saturdays, there may be the 
odd occasion where this is 
necessary. 

“We have planned the 
work carefully to minimise 
disruption but a project of 
this scale may cause some 
disturbance, such as noise 
and dust, so we are sorry for 
any inconvenience this may 
cause. 

“In order to construct the 
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new sewer safely, access to 
the working area will be re¬ 
stricted, although a section 
of the footpath will be avail¬ 
able for residents during this 
work. 

“If you have any special 
needs or access require¬ 
ments please let us know at 
your earliest opportunity 
and we will make every ef¬ 
fort to provide assistance to 
minimise the disruption. 

“During the construction 
period, additional contact 
numbers will be displayed 
on a notice board at the site 
or alternatively enquiries 
can be made to our 24 hour 
Customer Contact Centre on 
03457 145145.” 

Many local residents have 
contacted the Ely News criti¬ 
cising Anglian Water for car¬ 
rying out the project during 
the summer when the open 
space is most popular with 
families. 

But the company says that 
because this is a scheme to 
lay a new sewer for a housing 


development, it does not get 
a say as to when work takes 
place. 

Emma Staples, a spokes¬ 
woman for Anglian Water, 
said: “We’re installing a 
brand new sewer in Ely to 
connect up the new housing 
development on Cam Drive. 

“For the safety of staff and 
members of the public, ac¬ 
cess to the working area will 
be restricted although a sec¬ 
tion of the footpath will still 
be available for residents to 
use throughout. 

“The nature of the work we 
do is inevitably disruptive in 
some way, and we are sorry 
to those who are impacted 
by this, but it is an essential 
project. 

“We have to work within 
the timelines available on 
such a big job as a new hous¬ 
ing development, so we have 
done all we can to minimise 
disruption at the same time 
as completing this impor¬ 
tant scheme.”

A CONCERT inspired by 
a popular Ely man’s battle 
with cancer has raised £800 
for charity. 

Jon Penington, who was 
a member of the city’s Blue 
Haze Choir, was diagnosed 
with terminal kidney cancer 
in September last year. 

Members of the choir, 
which is made up of par¬ 
ents, teachers, grandparents 
and friends of Ely St Mary’s 
Junior School, decided they 
wanted to do something 
positive for Jon. 

Hazel Law, the choir’s di¬ 
rector, said: “Various Blue 
Haze members have been 
touched by cancer in one 
way or another so when yet 
another of our members, 
Jon, was diagnosed with 
terminal kidney cancer, we 
decided we wanted to do 
something positive for him 
and his family. 

“Jon had mentioned that 
he liked Tim Minchin and 
would love to take his family 
to see Matilda, so we did a 
sponsored walk, we ran, we 
added money to ’Jon’s jar’ 
and before we knew it, we 
had raised £600 which paid 
for the family to go to see 
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Matilda with VIP tickets and 
door to door transport. 

“Then we thought how 
about a concert to raise 
money that would go to¬ 
wards Jon’s care in some 
way? 

“The Arthur Rank Hospice 
Charity was the choice and 
the arrangements and re¬ 
hearsals commenced.” 

The concert took place at 
St Mary’s Church in Ely and 
thankfully Jon was able to 
attend with his family, in¬ 
cluding wife, Cath, and two 
children, Nathan and Grace. 

Hazel said: “Blue Haze 
sang a vast repertoire, most 
of which Jon himself had 
chosen. 

“Jon was able to stay to the 
end despite his illness and it 
was a very special evening 
to be remembered by eve¬ 
ryone. 

“We raised £800 for the 
Arthur Rank Hospice at the 
concert, however, sadly Jon 
died just eight days after¬ 
wards. 

“He was the only guy 


in the choir and his sense 
of humour and voice are 
missed terribly. 

“We presented the cheque 
to the hospice formally so 
that it could be recorded in 
Nathan and Grace’s ’Daddy 
Diaries’ as an event to re¬ 
member Jon’s fight with 
cancer and to reflect just 
how much he was loved by 
everyone.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
hospice said: “Jon was truly 
a well-loved man and we are 
delighted that this money 
was raised on his behalf, by 
his friends and fellow choir 
members. 

“We hope his family find 
some comfort at such a sad 
time, in remembering that 
the money raised will be 
used to provide valuable 
care to other people in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire who are also 
living with a life-limiting ill¬ 
ness.” 

Blue Haze Choir has been 
running for around seven 
years and has held various 
concerts and fundraising 
events during that time.

Gary Peile, CEO of the 
ALT, said: "We are proud to be 
asked to lead the new provision 
for Littleport and continue our 
partnership with the county 
council to deliver high quality 
provision for Cambridgeshire. 

Both the secondary school and 
the special needs school are set 
to open in September 2017. 


COURT 

Men sentenced 
in kidnap trial 


TWO men have been sen¬ 
tenced for their roles in an 
ordeal in which a man was 
kidnapped, threatened with 
being ‘burnt to death’ and 
assaulted. 

Kevin Smith, 37, and Per¬ 
ry Twinley, 32, appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court 
where they denied kidnap¬ 
ping and assaulting a Cam¬ 
bridge man in the belief he 
could settle a dispute over 
the alleged infidelity of Twin- 
ley’s wife. 

After an eight-day trial, 
Twinley was found guilty of 
kidnap, assault occasioning 
ABH and common assault. 

Smith, of Desmonds Close 
in Hauxton, was found guilty 
of assault occasioning ABH, 
but cleared of intimidating 
a witness or perverting the 
course of justice. 

Last week a jury heard 
that in July or August last 
year, there had been a party 
in the victim’s block of flats 
with both Smith and Twinley 
there. 

On August 12 Twinley 
smashed his way into the 
complainant’s flat. The vic¬ 
tim was then “dragged by his 
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hair” and forced, at knife¬ 
point, to get into a van out¬ 
side, where Smith was wait¬ 
ing. 

Twinley, of Market Street, 
Soham, drove the three of 
them out to a travellers’ site 
in Soham where his sister 
lived to settle the dispute. 

At 4.15am the men 
stopped at a BP garage on 
Huntingdon Road and indi¬ 
cated that petrol would be 
used to set fire to the vic¬ 
tim. Smith drove back and 
Twinley allegedly continued 
threatening the victim. 

During sentencing the 
court heard Twinley had 20 
convictions for 14 offences 
- while Smith had eight con¬ 
victions for 13 offences. 

Mustapha Hakme, miti¬ 
gating for Twinley, said: “My 
client and his partner of 15 
years suffered the loss of a 
child in 2006. Twinley turned 
to drink and class A drugs to 
mask his grief.” 

Jim Earle, mitigating for 
Smith, said both men were 


out of their depth in their al¬ 
cohol consumption on that 
night. 

He added: “My client was 
threatened at knife-point by 
his cousin to drive the van. 
He hasn’t had the most fa¬ 
vourable start in life and has 
lost his job after newspaper 
reports of the trial.” 

Judge Jonathan Cooper 
said the victim’s injuries 
were “severe” and that the 
offences have had a long¬ 
term effect on him. 

Twinley was handed four 
years and 10 months in pris¬ 
on, as well as a restraining 
order not to contact the vic¬ 
tim or to go to Cambridge. 

Smith was handed a six 
month sentence, suspended 
for two years, and 200 hours 
of unpaid work. 

He was also given a re¬ 
straining order with condi¬ 
tions not to contact or visit 
the victim.

Look at what 
we really want 

WHAT a jolly wheeze! Let's close 
the toilets in Ely because there's not 
enough money to "Spend a Penny". 
Then pay a whopping £6,500 per 
year for the privilege of parking 
coaches at Lancaster Way Business 
Park? Has this Council finally lost the 
plot altogether? 

When the original plans were 
submitted to build houses on 
Barton Road Coach Park the 
Council Planning Department was 
inundated with well over 100 letters 
of complaint. Since then this Council 
have tried to squirm their way out 
of this mess by suggesting the coach 
park could move to Sainsbury's - not 
a hope! 

Now an expensive "temporary" 
move to Lancaster Way with a view 
to a permanent site at the proposed 
Leisure Centre at Downham 
Road. But the new leisure centre 
plans which this Council have just 
approved DONT HAVE A COACH 
PARK! 

And in the meantime the latest 
proposals to rejig Barton Road car 
park to allow "more" car parking is a 
complete joke. 

A single coach drop-off point 
which could barely accommodate 
a minibus, let alone a touring coach 
of the size we see in Ely and no safe 
refuge for passengers. To have a hope 
of making this work would require 
the loss of at least 10 spaces. 

Then there's the loss of the Poet's 
House car park. The hotel staff and 
guests still have to park somewhere so 


that's another 22 spaces in the public 
car park lost. The disabled bays have 
been reduced in these plans. To 
reinstate these would require the loss 
of a further 3 spaces. Then, of course, 
there are the visitors to the proposed 
houses who are expected to park 
in Barton Road car park as it has 
"sufficient space for visitors" according 
to the Council's own Planning 
Statement. 11 more spaces down the 
drain... And to cap it all, no mention 
whatsoever of arrangements for the 
Market Traders, storage for their stalls 
or for the street cleaner's barrow. 

In total I estimate that in the REAL 
WORLD we will be losing at least 37 
public parking spaces, not gaining 
the measly 9 that this Council seems 
to think will placate the good people 
of Ely. 

And an out of town coach park 
with no facilities for drivers. It's high 
time this Council took a long hard 
look at what the people of Ely REALLY 
want.

A DAD is hoping to conquer his 
fear of heights - and raise much- 
needed funds for Great Ormond 
Street Hospital.

Couple told to 
pull three-storey 
extension down 


A COUPLE who built a large 
extension to their home 
without planning permis¬ 
sion have been ordered to 
take it down. 

Richard Lee and Selica 
Sevigny turned their home 
in Stretham Road, Wicken, 
from a three-bedroom home 
to a six-bedroom property 
by building a three-storey 
rear extension. 

The work was carried out 
without planning permis¬ 
sion and the couple were 
then forced to submit a ret¬ 
rospective planning appli¬ 
cation to East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council. 

The council refused the 
application in October last 
year and served the property 
with an enforcement notice. 
The couple then appealed. 

However, the Planning 
Inspectorate has now dis¬ 
missed the couple’s appeal 
and ordered that they re-

move the extension - and 
a first floor rear balcony - 
within 12 months. 

The decision was made 
just days after the district 
council’s planning commit¬ 
tee authorised the demo¬ 
lition of an unauthorised 
agricultural building at Sap¬ 
pers Rest in Chatteris Road, 
Mepal. 

The building was erected 
by Mr and Mrs R Tomlin in 
2013 without planning per¬ 
mission and a retrospective 
planning application was 
then refused. 

The council says that “af¬ 
ter all other avenues of ne¬ 
gotiation were exhausted 
with the applicant to secure 
its removal” an enforcement 


notice was served. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Notice was served under 
section 171A(1) of the Town 
and Country Planning Act 
1990 requiring the removal 
of the building and associ¬ 
ated materials, and the rein¬ 
statement of the land. 

“Pollowing an unsuccess¬ 
ful appeal to the Planning 
Inspectorate, the landowner 
was required to dismantle 
the building, which has not 
been carried out. 

“The council consider 
that, in the interests of up¬ 
holding the integrity of the 
planning system, it must 
now take direct action to 
have the building removed.” 

jo Brooks, the council’s di¬ 
rector of operations, is urg¬ 
ing people to check whether 
they require planning per¬ 
mission before they start 
any building work or change 
of use.

FRUSTRATED residents are 
calling for a popular play 
area in Ely to re-open in 
time for the fast-approach¬ 
ing summer holidays. 

The playground near Ely’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital, 
off Lynn Road, has been 
closed for at least six months 
- much to the disappoint¬ 
ment of families. 

The USAF, which is re¬

But parents say the issues 
should have been resolved 
months ago. 

Sue Smith, a childminder 
who lives in nearby Morton 
Close, said: “I’m disgusted 
that the park has sat there 
like this for so long.

“More and more families 
are moving into Ely and yet 
one of its nicest play areas is 
out of bounds and the grass 
is knee high. 

“I know parents who drive 
there from Witchford and 
Soham because the park is 
so good. We need it to re¬ 
open as soon as possible 
- certainly in time for the 
summer holidays.” 

Hannah McCreadie, an¬ 
other local childminder 
who lives in nearby Kings 
Avenue, said: “The park has 
been closed for at least six to 
eight months now, which is 


a real shame. 

“Because of all of its nice 
equipment, and its central 
location, it’s really popular 
with families.” 

A spokesman for the USAF 
said they hope to re-open 
the park in the “not too dis¬ 
tant future”. 

He said: “We have a re¬ 
sponsibility to ensure that 
our residents and their chil¬ 
dren do not have access to 
potentially unsafe appara¬ 
tus. 

“There are a number of 
issues that need to be com¬ 
pleted to ensure the safety of 
those that use it before the 
park can be re-opened. 

“We are working on this 
issue and contractors have 
been instructed to under¬ 
take the works. 

“We anticipate that the 
repair works should com¬ 
mence this month and 
that we should be able to 
re-open the park in the not 
too distant future, following 
a successful safety inspec¬ 
tion.”

But the charity is now at 
risk of becoming homeless 
from late luly. 

Wayne Bent, search man¬ 
ager for CamSAR, said: “Fen¬ 
land has been an extremely 
generous and accommodat¬ 
ing landlord, going above and 
beyond expectations to help 
and support the team. 

“However, the time has 
come for a tenant to take up 
these once-vacant premises 
and we are now in urgent 
need of a replacement facility. 

“As a purely donation fund¬ 
ed charity, every one of our 
volunteer members has had 
to be raising funds, attending 
training and also searching 
for missing people as well as 
fitting in family and working 
life too. 


“It already costs around 
£30,000 to simply keep the 
team going each year and 
now without a premises we 
are not sure of our future. 

“We are looking for some¬ 
where to securely store three 
large vehicles inside away 
from the elements and have 
access to them 24/7/365 fairly 
centrally located in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“We realise this is a huge 
ask but if we were not desper¬ 
ate we would not be appeal¬ 
ing.” 

CamSAR’s response capa¬ 
bilities will be unavoidably 
curtailed until a suitable new 
home is found.

MENINGITIS survivor Nicole Wil¬ 
son is the inspiration behind a glitzy 
charity ball being held this summer.

L eaving the eu would "play 
havoc" with the UK's food and 
farming industries. 

That's the message from John 
Shropshire, chairman of G's Fresh, 
the Barway-based firm which is one 
of Europe's largest producers of 
salads. 

Last week more than 120 
of G's staff and suppliers were 
given the chance to quiz MP 
Elizabeth Truss, Secretary of State 
for the Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs, and Member of the 
European Parliament Vicky Ford, on 
the EU Referendum. 

Speaking after the visit, Mr 
Shropshire said: "Brexit would be 
no victory for liberty or democracy: 
it would shatter the progress 
made in Europe towards freedom, 
prosperity and peace over the last 
60 years. 

"It would isolate Britain in an 
uncertain world, and it would play 
havoc with our food and farming 
industries, which have gained so 


much from an era of continental 
harmony." 

Farming more than 4,000 hectares 
across East Anglia, and with farms 
and production facilities located 
throughout the UK, Spain, Czech 
Republic and America, G's employs 
nearly 6,000 people across Europe 
with around half of those jobs at 
home in the UK. 

G's exports around £3 million of 
its products to the EU. 

MEP Ford said: "Europe's single 
market allows growers to move 
produce easily and cheaply with 
little bureaucracy. 

"This gives us as consumers lower 
prices and more choices. 

"Unless a new trade deal 
is negotiated producers and 
consumers will see added customs 
tariffs and taxes on food. 

"We have no idea how long a 
new trade deal will take to negotiate 
or what it will look like."

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O NE in two learner 

drivers (54 per cent) are 
given tuition by their 
parents - yet many mums and 
dads show a worrying lack of 
knowledge of basic driving best 
practice, with one in five not 
even sure they'd pass their own 
test if they took it again. 

The research was 
commissioned by Young Driver, 
the UK's largest provider 
of pre-1 7 driving tuition, 
following instructors working 
for the scheme revealing that 
one of their most dreaded 
phrases from the youngsters 
they taught was "but my dad 
says..." 

When questioned, three 
quarters of parents (76 per 
cent) believed they were up 
to date with the latest rules 
and could provide adequate 
instruction to their children on 
driving...but when quizzed on 
certain facts, many revealed 
their advice to be wide of the 
mark. 

More than 1,000 people 
were surveyed by Young Driver, 
which offers driving tuition to 
10-17 year olds at more than 
40 venues across Great Britain. 

Although only one in four 
parents (27 per cent) admitted 
they've picked up bad habits 
and forgotten what they were 
taught, it seems many more 
are still clinging to outdated 
advice to pass on to their own 
children. 

Mirror, signal, manoeuvre - 

more than a third of parents 


(39 per cent) have forgotten 
this basic rule, despite it 
being the cornerstone of good 
driving. One in two (47 per 
cent) forget to teach their 
children about the importance 
of checking dangerous blind 
spots. 

Hand position - Back in the 
day the orthodoxy was that 
hands should be kept on the 
steering wheel at the 10 to 2 
osition, but that advice has 
een revised over recent years. 
It's to prevent a serious injury 
should a steering wheel airbag 
deploy. 

Steering - Four out of five 
parents (82 per cent) wouldn't 
teach the push-pull technique 
favoured by instructors. 

Gear changes - 38 per 
cent would insist the learner 
moved up and down the gears 
sequentially (eg 1-2-3-4-5-6). 
However, block gear changing 
is now considered acceptable 
in many situations. 

Braking - One in two 
parents (45 per cent) would 
insist the handbrake was 
applied whenever the car 
stopped. However, stopping 
at a junction on the flat, the 
handbrake may not always be 
needed. 

Manoeuvres - One in five (19 
per cent) would be adamant 
that a turn in the road was a 
failure unless it was completed 
in three manoeuvres. In fact, 
the modern test allows for up 
to five turns. Hence, it is no 
longer referred to as 'the three 


point turn'. 

Assisted technology - One in 

four (24 per cent) would insist 
youngsters didn't use parking 
sensors or cruise control to 
help with their driving. These 
are perfectly acceptable in a 
test situation. 

Dads are twice as likely as 
mum to take their offspring 
out for practise. One in 10 
youngsters (nine per cent) rely 
purely on a family member for 
their driver education. 

Kim Stanton, who heads 
up Young Driver, said: "We'd 
hope parents would swot up 
a bit before giving any dud 
advice! It might actually help 
their own driving skills too." 

Some worrying stories 
relating to parents teaching 
their children came to light 
during the research, including: 

"My dad always told me to 
put my foot down when the 
traffic lights were on amber to 
get through." 

"My mum was adamant 
that if I didn't go down 
through each of the gears 
when I stopped at a junction 
I would fail my test - even 
though I repeatedly said that 
contradicted with what the 
instructor told me!" 

"My dad was always trying 
to tell me to squeeze past 
cyclists and horses when I 
knew the instructor would tell 
me to hold back and wait until 
I could properly overtake. I 
found it very stressful!"
